[paragraphs [0014], [0037] and [0043]] does Harrington teach that the wireless device.. .includes a media drive," examiner disagrees. As 
noted in the Final Office Action filed 06/04/2007, Harrington discloses the claimed: a portable wireless device (i.e., client device, Fig. 8 
Element 806, paragraphs [0016] & [0034]), the wireless device having a media drive (i.e., CD-ROM, DVD, CD, memory stick, paragraphs 
[0014], [0037] & [0043]) and an application (i.e., Flash player, paragraphs [0020] & [0034]) that reads and plays back content from a 
medium inserted in the media drive {paragraphs [0014], [0037] & [0043]); a service that communicates with the wireless device (i.e., client 
device, Fig. 1 Element 112) via a wireless network (i.e., network, Fig. 1 Element 120), the service providing control commands to the 
application program for controlling playback of content from the medium when inserted in the media drive (i.e., server-side control of a 
Flash movie playing on a client device, paragraph [0015]). As applicant has recited in the argument, paragraph [0043] discloses that the 
client device 112 provides the capabilities of identifying, locating, retrieving and presenting Flash movies in conjunction with a 
programming signal by utiliizing URI(s) or other schemes for identifying local and/or remotely located Flash movies. It is understood that 
the client device LOCALLY locating Flash movies and being connected to a LOCAL VCR or other video source (e.g., DVD player) is read 
as the claimed wireless device having a media drive. 
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
